cesof Ordnance. The right Wing of their Horſe was commanded 
by Prince Rupert, who had 19 it ſome twelve divifiens of H re, 
conſiſting of one hundred Troops, and might be five thouſand men. 
The Icft Wing of theis Horſe was commanded by Harry, with all 
the remainder of their Horſe, The right Wing of our Horſe way 
co:mmanded by Sir Thows Fairfax, conliſtiog ot 85, Troops, be- 
ing his owne and the Scorch Horſe. The lit Wing of our Horſe 
was commanded by Lieutenant Generall Cronrwell, with all his 
own Horſe, and the Earle of Manchefters, and ſome ot the Scotch 
Horſe, being 1n all above 70. Troops. Our Foot being twenty 
cight Regiments, were diſpoſed into rwelve Brigades. About halt 
an houre'after ſeven a clock at night, we ſeeing the enemy would 
not charge us, we reſolved by the help of Gud, co charge them, 
and fo the ſigne being given, we marched down to the charge. In 
which you mighe have ſeen the bravelt ſight in the wor!d; Two 
luch diſciplin'd Armies marching to a charge, Wee came downe 
the Hill im tbe braveſt order, and with the greateſt reſolution that 
was cver cen: (I meane the left Wing of our Horſe led by 
Cromwell, which was to charge their right Wing, led by Rapert, 
in which was all their gallant men: they being reſolved, if they 
could ſcatter Cronowell, all were their own.) 

All the Earle of Maneheſters Foot being three Brigades, began 
the charge with their bodies againſt che Marques of Newcaltle, and 
Prince Kwperts braveſt Foot, Ina moment we were paſſed the dicch 
intothe Moore, upon equa/l groands with the enemy, our men going 
ina running march. Our front divifions of Horſe charged thetic front, 
Lieutenant Generall Cromwe/# divifion of three hundred Horle, in 
which him{elfe was in perſon, charged the fi: {t diviſion of Prince Ku- 
perts, in which himſelte was iu perſon. The reſt of ours chargedother 
diviſions of theirs, but with ſuch admirable valour, av it was to the a- 
ſtniſhmene of all the 01d Souldiers of the Artny. Cr-wwelr own divi- 
fron hada hard pullof it : for they were charged by Knperts braveſt 
men, both in Frontand Flank : they ſtood at the ſwords point a pret- 


ty while, hacking one another ; but ac laſt (it ſo pleaſed God hi vrake

main battcll,recreating in haſt towards Todcaſter and Cawood, think. 
ing the day loſt, as the enemies right wing did towards York, Thee. 
nemy being in | arſuit and chaſe of retreating men, followed them to 

our Carriages, but had (lain few ofthem : for indeed they ran away 

before the enemycharged them. Juſt chen came our Horſe and Foot 

from the chaſe of theic right wing, and ceing the buſinefſe nor well i 

our right, came in a very good order to a ſecond charge with all the 

enemies Horſc and Foot that had difordered our right wing and main 
baitell, And here camethe bufinefe of the day (nay almoſt of the 

Kingdome) to be diſputed upon this ſecondcharge. 

The enemy ſeeing us ro come in ſuch a gallant poſture to charge 
them, left all thoughts of purſuic, and began to thinke that they muſt 
fight again for that vitory which they thought had been _— got. 
They marching down che Hill upon ns, from onr Carriages, fo that 
os fought upon the ws. 09 with the ſame Front that our 
right wing had before ſtood roreceive their charge z and wee ſtood 
in the ſame ground, and with the ſame Front which they had when 
they began the —_— 

Oar three Brigades of Foot of the Ei?le of Mancheſters being on 
our right and. On we wer t with great refolution, charging them {© 
home, one while their Horſe, and then again their Foot, and our Foot 
and Horſe ſeconding each other with foch valour, made them flie be- 
forcus, that it was bard to ſay which did the better our Horſe or 
Foor. Major Generall w ſceing usthus pluck a viRory our of the 
enemics hands, profeſſed Europe had no better Souldiers. 

To conclnde, about nine of the clock we had cleared GP

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of all enemies, recovered our Ordnance and Carriages, tooke all the 
enemics Ordnance and Ammunition, and followed che chaſe of them 
within a mile of Yorke, cutring them downe ſo that their dead bodicg 
Jay three miles in length. Diver priſoners of noce were taken, Lord 
Gorings ſon, Colonel T i/ſlcy,Sir Char'er Lucas, Major Genera)l Porter, 
andabout an hundred more Officers, 1 500 S$u'di.rs. The number of 
the dead is uncertaine, but [ cannot think, bur ofalldead in the field, 
in the woods, and mortally wounded (which would die within a day ) 
there are berween three and foure thouſand Their whole Army is fo 
broken, that of Foct I am confident they are not able of 1300c. ro 
rally 2000, and of cight or ninechouſand Horſe, not above two thou- 
(and, the reſt all gone to cheir own homes, except thoſe that are ſlain 
and priſoners. The Faye this,as it onel4 due toGod, as the prime 
efficient, ſo muſt it be acknowledged (as it isby all,and that moſt juſt- 
ly ) that inſtramentally it was done by none bur byj the Earle of 
Mancheſters Horſe and Foot led on by Crowwel, and thoſe Scots which 
charged in withthem, commanded by Major Generall Lefley, who 
carried hiniſelfe bravely. Lientenant Generall Cromwell (the 
great agent in chis viitory) hath received a flight wound in theneck. 
We loſt not inall this fight, above twoor three hnndred men. Sir 
Thomas Fairfax(woundedin the head or face)caried himſelf as brave- 
ly as as man cculd doe, was anhorſt, lay upon the ground, and was 
relieved by cur horſe, The enemy hath loſt all their Arms , the field be» 
ing full of Pikes and Muskers ; This morning we gathered them up 
within 2 miles of Torke,not an enemy daring to look upon us. Rapert 

is on the North fide of Torke with about two thouſand Horſe, Iam

The Contents of another Letter ſent from one in the 
Mancheſters Army to afriend in London, 


| Thought good hereby toacquaint you w®* that glorious 
victory which the Lord hath given us over the enemies 
of Jeſus Chriſt, and how mightily he hath been ſeeninde 
livering us, and confounding his adverſaries. On Mandg, 
July 1. our ſiege being raiſed from York, and we quarter- 
ing that night in Zo»g Merfloy Moor, 1t was teportedthe 
next morning, that Prince Rypeyt had his rendezvous in 
Brammamoor, whereupon we marched thitherward ; when 
wewereadvanc'd about half a mile, wee deſcrycd Prince 
Ryperts horſe marching after us, in Loug Merſton Moore, 
whom we fac'd at that diſtance,they drew up in battaliaon 
the Moor, we returned,and did the like in the fields. About 
one or two of the clock the Cannon began, and plaid till 
four or five in the afternoon. Afterwards we all marched 
down to them, both horſe and foot ; they charged us 
fiercely and viglently,but by the blefling of God,wer 
their horſe on the right wing, andone Regiment or body 
of their foot; but the field went very dangerous inour 
righe wing, for there they were routed, and many raft: $6 
likewife in our main Body, bur it pleaſed God tou 

the ſpiries of our army, and our foot charged ſovio 

that they forced the enemy to run, and our horſe purſued 
them, and routed them totally out of the field. 

There were killed about 4000. neer 2000. taken; all 
their foot colours, and many of their borſe colours were 
taken, 25. peeces of Ordance, 8000. arms, and all their 
waggons andammunition. Thus the Lord did wondroufly 
for us, bleſſed be his holy Name. 

My Ceuſin Thomas D. is very well, but eſcaped nar- 
rowly, being diſmountcd by the enemy.
